M. Briand arrived at Havre yesterday on 
Lis return from the Washington Conference. 

Replying to an address of weleome, he said 
that his task at Washington had been light, 
because of his excellent caso. It was necessary 
that that case should be presented to the world. 
France could not be an absentee from such a 
gathering as that summoned by President 
Harding. 

After he had explained to the Conference 
the reasons why. the safety cf France must 
be cuaranteed.

Further evidence given before the Commission 
which is inquiring into the Tirar train tragedy 
has revealed gruesome. and somewhat conflict- 
ing etories. 

arakkal Iemail, one of the prisoners, eaid 
that the prisoners were fed and given plenty 
of water at Tirar. The van was very crowded, 
and the prisoners were unable to sit Jown 
properly. The first time that the train stopped 
all the prisoners asked for water, but were not 
answered. The next time the prisoners called 
out that many, were fainting and would die, 
and that it would be enough if the doore of the 
van were opened. 

The witness said that he fainted himeclf 
soon after, and remembered nothing until he 
was being attended to at Coimbatore. 

Parakkal said that the prisoners were sweat: 
ing profusely,- and could not breathe. Some 
were so thirsty that they drank their: per- 
spiration hy squeezing it from their clothes. 
Some unsuccessfully tried to remove the curse 
wire from - the - ventilation hole All were 
obliged to stand, but they sono began to fall 
down and lay on top.of one another. They did 
not fight with one another. 

Another prisoner declared that on one 
oceasion a voice from outside the van told the 
prisoners that it was no use shouting, and that 
SN perfisted in doing so they would be 

rt. 


A third stated that the van was not very 
crowded, but there was no air. He, himself, 
tried’ to get some air by putting his mouth 
lo the opening at the bottom of the door. 

Other evidence was given to the effect that 
one of the prisoner® sat with his dying father's 
head in his lap, crying out, “You may tie us 
up, but let us have air.” 

Jt was also stated that some people outside, 
believed to be Hindus, jerred at the prisoners, 
paying, “Are not you Khalifat people with guns 
and swords. Cannot you take water by force?” 


MEDICAL OFFICER’S OPINION. 


MADRAS. Friday. 

Giving evidence at  Podanur, the’ senior 
medical officer with the Malabar Ferce stated 
that the surviving prisoners received every 
attention, a statement in which the prisoners 
concurred in the course of the proceedings at 
Coimbatore. The officer said that he was of the 
opinion that the prisoners were asphrxiated, 
there being too many in the van, both for tie 
air and floor space. Even if the ventilating 
gauze wire had been removed, he was not eure 
that the van would have been fit for the cop- 
vevance of human beings 

The District Medical Officer denied that any 
of the bodies were mangled. He said fhat he 
would not recommend the carrying of a hundred 
prisoners in such « van.

Mr. Serjeant Sullivan, in opening the defence

substitute geome new socia) order instead of 
what was called the capitalist system The 
publication complained of in this case was by 
the organ which was utterly opposed to trade 
unionism as formulated by Mr. Thomas, and 
which professed to believe that all Mr, Thomas's 
trade unionism would ever do would be to per- 
petuate “a state of affairs detrimental to the 
workers.

But unhappily for his golf, he was what is 
known in Kerry as a good Irishman. The 
time came when “‘ no good Irishman would be 
seen playingethe games of the foreigner,” so 
he had to sbandee his love for golf. 

About a year later he picked up a book at 
a stall on Aston’s quay. Its title was ' Ancient 
Irish Sports.” To his amazement he found that 
a whole chapter was devoted to golf, which was 
by the author described as one of the ancient 
games of the Gael! My friend quickly turned 
his opportunity to good account. The book, or 
rather the chapter, was read over many a fire- 
side in Ballybunion, with the result that the 
banned game was included in the list of 
Irish games that all good local Irishmen were 
pérmitted to play, and he and many others 
were thus able to resume their places on the 
links. 

I was to have been given an opportunity for 
reproducing that remarkable chapter, in which 
it was stated that golf was played by a very 
illustrious fellow-countryman of mine—St. 
Columcille! 1 was most curious, not to say 
anxious, to find out from that book if my 
golfing ancestors played on handicap, whether 
they were as much down on the fourballer as 
I am, if they favoured the run up or the 
pitched approach, if they putted off the left or 
the right foot, and whether their method of 
playing the push shot was that nowadays 
adopted by Duncan. But I was doomed te 
bitter disappointment. The last golfer who 
got hold of it was an officer in the Munsterr 
under orders for France. He brought it with 
him to finish reading it in bis spare hours at 
the front. Be was killed soon after his ar- 
rival “o.. there,” and in all probability the 
book, with the precious secret it contained, lies 
buried and beyond all hope of recovery, ‘in 
what was once the dug-out of a British soldier.

years before the war the popularity of athletics 
in Ireland was dwindling. Twenty years ago 
an athletic meeting was always a combination 
of running and other athletic exercises and 


cycling. No doubt, some of the attraciton to 


the meeting was provided by the cycling races, 


but cycling as a competition began to fail and | 


gradually disappeared. 
suffered. 
In the winter, cross-country running always 


| had to compete with games such as the two 


varieties of football. These increased enor- 
mously in the first ten or twelve years of the 
century, while hockey, which was almost un- 
known until the later nineties, also became 
popular. At the same time golf, previously re 
garded as a game for the middjonged and 
elderly, began to attract the young. With all 
these rivals, it ‘is natural that running and 
such unsophisticated sport could not keep its 
hold on the public. 


As public interest waned, it became more” 


and more difficult to hold an athietic meeting, 
and as meetings became fewer there was less 
and less to attract runners to the sport. Un- 
fortunately, at the same time differences arose 
between the two bodies which claimed to con- 
trol athletics in Ireland, with the result that 
runners found themselves confined to the meet- 
ings held under the rules of the body they 
chose to recognise. There is every reason to 
hope that in the near future these differences 
may be adjusted, and that all.athletic meetings 
in the country will be freely open to amatcur 
competitors. To arrive at such an end should 
be the object of everyone interested in sport. 
During the war running, like other sports, 
almost disappeared. 
were held between the years:1914 and 1919, but 
in substitution therefor, and with a view 
to~future development, school championships 
were held in the war years, which served to 


keep the interest in running alive in the schools.. 


During those years the handicap meetings be- 
came scanty, but.a few clubs, with great deter- 
mination, kept the sport alive by holding meet- 
ings each year and encouraging inter-club

matches, both flat and cross-country, on every i 


possible occasion. 


As an example, one may | 


recall the interesting cross-country contest at | 
Baldoyle in March, 1916, between the Clonliffe | 


Harriers and the Irish Guards. 

With the end of the war there came in 
athletics, as in all other sport, a sudden revival. 
At no time during the past twenty years has 
there been so much interest in athletic sport 
as at present, and many promising young run- 
ners have appeared. special note 1s the 
revival of interest in running in the several 
Universities, in circles where such interest was 
almost. moribund before the war. One of the 
great events of the athletic year is the inter- 
University contest which takés place each 
summer, in which teams from the several Uni- 
versity Colleges in Ireland compete. ‘There is 
always a hard-fought struggle, and always the 
best sporting spirit prevailing between “the 
several teams and their followers. 

The prospect as to the future is brighter 
than for many years. The promise of. talent 
is high, the interest is keen, the spirit is 
thoroyghly ameteur-like and sporting. In fact, 


so clean and free from abuse’ has the spirit: 


become that the final powers of the governing 
bodies are scarcely invoked, though twenty 
years ago they were used frequently enough. 
What is the attitude of Irish athletics 
towards the Olympic Games? . -As far ae I 
know, there is none of the rie agos towards the 
games which appears in some of the English 
Press. 
to the present their only part in the games has 
been as members of a composite British team, 
representative of Great Britain and Ireland. 
They are unanimous in wishing that Ireland 
should be granted individual representation, 


and are confident that an Irish team would ' 


acquit itself with honour. It is hoped that 
at Paris in 1924 an Irish team may represent 
this country. 

The old-standing international athletic match 
between Ireland and Scotland has been in exis- 
tence since the middle of the nineties. A 
change took in 1914, when, at the re- 
quest of England, it became a triangular con- 
test between the three countries. The first 
match wae held in Glasgow in 1914, when Eng- 
land won. No further contest was held until

TOURING CINEMAS. 


Attention was drawn in these notes recently 
to the scope that awaits the travelling cinema 
in Ireland. It ie gratifying to learn that de- 
finite steps have now been taken in this direc- 
tion. A company hae been formed, with offices 
at 3 College Green, Dublin, known as the Irish 
Cinema Touring Company, whose object is to 
provide suitable’ films for rural “is- 
tricts. The travelling cinema lorries carry 
their own generating plant and screen, and they 
enable pictures to be shown anywhere, and 
under any conditions. The apparatus is. stated 
to be specially suitable for private entertain- 
ments, as the portable projector, which can be 
carried from place to place as easily ae a emall 
suit case, is fireproof, and oan be fixed in any 
room and to any electric light installation with- 
out extra wiring. For private houses in remote 
districts, for colleges, and charitable institu- 
tions this form of entertainment seems to be 
eminently suitable. 


FILM CENSORSHIP. 


The Public Health Committee of the Dublin 
Corporation, under whose authority film censors 
are annually appointed, have directed that in 
future a list of films prohibited from public 
exhibition by -their censors shall be published 
weekly. The Committee have appointed the 
following censors to act for the year :—Messrs. 
A. J. Murray, Joseph Cleary, and Liam R. 
McGuirk (representing the Irish Vigilance 
Association), Aldermen Mrs. Clarke, T. 
O'Reilly, T. Lawlor, Mrs. Wyse Power, Mrs. 
Ashton, Mr. J. R. Stritch, J.P.; P. T. Daly, 
together with Miss 8. Russell Stritch and Mrs. 
McKean. - The list comes up for ratification at 
the meeting of the Municipal Council on 
Monday.

A WIFELY CRITICISM:

When he was painting 
Colonel House, for example, the latter’s wife 
tame into the room one morning to see how 
the portrait was getting on.

Mr. Hamilton was rather flabbergasted 
at first, but he is a resourceful man. “ Madam,’ 
he se apologetically, “I am painting not 
a husband but a public man.” 

Of Colonel House himself Mr. Hamilton tells 
a good story. When Mr. Lloyd George first 
calied to see him, the Colonel asked him to 
take a seat with his back to the window and 
his face in shadow, while he himself sat in 
full light opposite the window, “ Ae Lloyd 
George expressed some surprise at this, saying 
that the usual practice was to put the visitor in 
the light, Colonel House replied: ‘I do not 
need to see my visitors; I want them to see me, 
as | might have reason for downing them.’ ” 

Perhaps the most interesting of all Mr. Hamil- 
ton’s sitters—and he seems to have painted most 
people in Europe and America at one time or 
another—was Bismarck. ~~ 


THE GREAT BISMARCK. 


Mr. Hamilton was staying at Bad Kissingen 
in the summer of 1892, when he got a note one 
evening inviting him to breakfast with the great 
man the next morning (evidently Mr. Llovd 
George is not the only fieure in history who 
invited guests to breakfast). “We ate 
scrambled eggs, omelettes, chicken, and brown 
and white bread; drank Bavarian beer, red 
wine, and rye whiskey... And very nice, too, 
except the rye whiskey, at which any respect- 
able Briton would draw the line so early in the 
morning. 

“ While the coffee was being served the head 
butler brought a long students pipe, with a 
great china bowl well stuffed with tobacco, 
which, the Prince having adjusted it in his 
mouth, was lighted by the young Countess. . . 
As soon as the pipe was lighted I drew back 
my chair and commenced the drawing. The 
Prince puffed his pipe, read the newspapers, made 
comments now and again to the Princess, and 
sometimes marked passages with an enormous 
lead pencil which had been brought to him by 
one of the servants. 1 worked about an hour, 
when the Prince rose, asked to see the sketch, 
made a criticism or two, and then wished me 
good-bye. On taking leave the doctor and 
the Count and Covntess were warmly embraced 
and kissed on both cheeks, and as I stood look. 
ing on I wondered whether the Prince would do 
the same to me, but he only shook my hand.” 


AN UNPLEASANT. INTERVIEW. 


All Mr. Hamilton’s interviews with Bismarck, 
howover, were not quite sc pleasant. On the 
second day on which he had an appointment at 
Kissingen, he went up to the Schloss, and 
found that the Price was absent at the cure 
rvardens. He was shown into a salon which at 
first he thought to be empty, discovering cnly 
afterwards that the Princess was there, “watch- 
ing and waiting for the Prince, the great and 
powerful man who was stricken in spirit and in 
body.” 

“All was deathly still. I stood rivetted to 

the floor, lest I should disturb the watcher. It 
was pathetic to note the apprehension expressed 
in the bend of that frail figure as she strained 
her eyes for the first glimpse of the Princs’s 
carriage leaving the Kursaal.

“The doctors for the time 
being fad restricted him to a dict of eggs, of 
which he partook in many styles—scrambled, 
friend, and in omelettes—consuming at break- 
fast a prodigious quantity, which. measured in 
dozens, might stagger belief. He talked of 
drinking, of cocktails, and of wines, and told 
me that his doctor had said that a man might 
drink between the ages of 20 and 70 530.900 
bottles of champagne without offending the laws 
of health or the strict rules of temperance. “I 
may have exceeded that number, perhaps, to 
say nothing of a few other liquors; such as 
Leer and brandy,’ he confidentially informed 
me. 
Such was Bismarck. He was a man of quick 
decision, big ideas, and rough courage. How 
different he was from Mr. Palfour, to whom 
Mr. Hamilton devotes some charming p2ges. 


THE GOLFER. 


“Men who golf much,” he says in reference 
to our representative at the Washington Con- 
ference, “can never make up their minds, 
usually hold nv opinion upon serious things, and 
assume that life, -religion, and politics are like 
golf, an uncertain and unsteady game. Their 
mentality is in strong contrast to that of sports- 
men who shoot big or small game. This sort of 
sport requires instant decision and action, and 


character. It is, of course, unnecessary to re- 
mark that men are born golfers, and, lke 
poets, they cannot help themselves.”’ 

That Mr. Palfour has the golfer’s tempera- 
ment cannot be denied. When he was taking 
Mrs. Drew down to dinner one night in Mr. 
Gladstone’s house, in Carlton House terrace, 
he paused at the top of the great staircase 
where the stairs divide, and. turning to his 
companion, asked her quite innocently, “la 
there any reason why we should go down. on 
the left, rather than on the right, side?” 


A BITTER SITTING. 


Herbert Spencer was another of Mr. Hamil- 
ton’s subjects who provided him with some 
amusing copy.

Between these vermin and a bed tooth- 
ache I have had a wretched time since Satur- 
day, but I am better now, eo do not mind tell- 
ing you of my past misfortunes.’”

HERBERT SPENCER’S FACE.

BLACK AND WHITE DAIRY CATTLE.

Room for More in 
lreland.

Considering the high reputation of Irish 
farmers as stock-breeders, it is surprising that 
they have not long since recognised the claims 
of British Friesian cattle for the ay ge of 
meat and milk, but more especiaily for dairy- 
ing. Of Dutch origin, these catile have a his- 
tory which goes back for about 2,000 years, 
and, though practically unknown ten years ago, 
the breed now takes fourth piace in point of 
numbers of pedigree cattle in England. Owing 
to its popularity in Scotland, it probably oc- 
cupies third place in the list for Great Britain. 

There are as yet not many herds established 
in Ireland, and inquiry shows that there are 
not more than about 400 registered animals of 
the breed scattered throughout the country. 
As the merits of the cattle become better 
known, however, there is little doubt that they 
will become more popular. Only 60 members 
of the British Friesian Cattle Society are resi- 
dent in this country, chief amongst whom are 
Mr. W. F. Wi.kinson, Ballingarry, Co. Limerick ; 
Mr. E. Cowdy, Loughgall, Co. Armagh; Mr. 
William Calwell, Ballycarry, Co. Antrim; Lady 
Coghill, Castle Townshend, Skibbereen; Mr. G. 
Scott, Annaclare, Armagh; Major B. Riall, 
Duninga, Goresbridge, Co. Kilkenny, and Miss 
Somerville, Skibbereen. 

The superiority of the Shorthorn—so de- 
eervedly popular here—will, doubtless, be con- 
tested by the advent of the Friesian; but if we 
are to improve our general purpose cattle there 
is plenty of room for both breeds, in addition 


to the beef-making Aberdeen-Angus and 
Hereford. In appearance the British 
Friesian cow is a deep, wedge-shaped, 


commercial animal, carrying plenty of flesh, but 
indieating great milking capacity. Though un- 
doubtedly a dual purpose breed, it is as a mil 
producer that its future lies in this country. 
Care must be taken, in breeding for this pur- 
pose, not to sacrifice size, constitution, or breed 
requirements. Healthy and hardy, it is an en- 
couraging fact that every in-milk heifer in two 
of the largest herds has successfully "gee the 
tubercular test. That their period of utility. is 
not short-lived is evident from the. fact that 
cows, when ten years old and upwards, have ex- 
ceeded the 1, gallons yield in one lactation 
period, and there are instances of cows having 
produced calves and -milked well when 20 years 
old. Sidley Dairymaid, calving at. 16 years old, 
ave over seven gallons per day, following a 
yield of 1,248 gallons in 362 days, while two 
cows in Aberdeenshire, each 20: years old, gave 
over 1,600 gallons in the year. i 
The record yearly milk-producer of the British 
Isles is Colton Secret 3rd, a British Friesian 
cow, that gave 2,268 gallons of milk in 365 days, 
containing the equivalent of 1,243 Ib. of butter. 
The utter production of any other b 
appears to be 921 lb. The recently issued fourth 
volume of the Register of Dairy Cows, issued 


‘by the Ministry of Agriculture, contains particu- 


Jars of 5,147 cows, of which 925 reac the, 


- 


1,000 gallon standard of production. Of these 
35 per cent. are Fricsians, 16 per cent. Lincoin 
Reds, 15 per cent. shorthorns, 19 per cent. cross- 
breds, and 17 per cent. red polls. The highest 
production recorded in the volume is 2,054 ga!- 
ms given by the British Friesian cow, /Hxiges 
Mess tend which has now gained the distinction 
of: being the top animal on the register for 
three years in succession. The bree has 
secured the first eight places in the ReQPster 
during the past two years, while cows of the 
breed have also won every open championshin 
at the London Dairy Shows of 1920 and 1921. 
including Lord Bledisloe’s trophy for the breed 
having the lest exhibit of ali-round dairy 
cows. 

Having regard to ite exceptionally large flow, 
the milk of the Friesian is of good quality, 
and the fact that a majority of supporters of 
the breed are milk-selling farmers, demons- 
trates that the butter-fat percentage meets all 
commercial requirements. The fact that more 
milk is available for butter production in. the 
ease of Friesians, as compared with breeds 
which yield smaller quantities with a higher 
percentage of butter-fat, is no disadvantage. 
A larger amount of butter is obtained, winle 
the quantity of skimmed or separated. milk 
remaining over for feeding purposes is con- 
siderable—and the cost is no more. The breed 
will do quite well on good pasture for the 
greater part of the year, and when it be- 
comes necessary to keep the animals under 
cover they do not require to be pampered. 
They are not delicate, ‘and when their period 
of utility in the dairy is over they can be 
fattened off with advantage. For crossing, 
the breed is growing im demand, as esiah 
bulls have been found to increase the milk 
yield and maintain beefing properties. 

This fact and the insistent demand for more 
milk on the part of the public makes the 
opening of a supplementary Register by the 
British Friesian Cattle Society a matter 
of special interest to dBiry farmers here. 
Under this scheme all black and white cows 
of good size and constitution are eligible for 
inspection, and arrangements have been made 
,whereby, after four generations, the progeny 
of these foundation animals can be admitted 
to the Herd Book proper, provided that their

THE WHEAT 
PLANT.

ITS. IMPORTANCE TO 
THE WORLD. 


“—-—- 


There is no month of the year that has not 
its harvest of wheat somewhere. In (tee ome 
it is reaped in Burma, Australia, and Argentina 
while January finds the crop being harvested 
in New Zealand and Chili, and in Australia and 
Argentina. In India the work starts in Feb- 
rvary, and so on throughout the seasons. June, 
July, and August are the busiest months, for 
then the Bra. is usually ripe in most parts of 
Europe, Japan, the United States, Canada, and 
Russia, which are amongst the greatest wheat- 
gr owing countries. 

The crop dees best in regions where the 
annual rainfall docs not exceed 20-30 inches, the 
most satisfactory development of the grain 
being obtained in a cool, moist, growing season, 
followed by a bright, dry, and warm ripening 
period. This accounts for the difficulty ex- 
perienced in growing the crop to any extent 
successfully in Ireland. There are, of course, 
districts here where the crop is rown largely, 
but the area is not so large as the importance 
‘of the crop would seem to warrant. 
No doubt, a deciding factor in this 
connection is the reluctance of millers to use 
home-grown whe at—because, they say, the flour, 
therefrom, is not “ strong” enough to make a 
big loaf. The necessary “strength,” it may be 
mentioned, can be induced by the application 
of large amounts of nitrate of soda or sulphate 
of ammonia. 

In the form of bread, wheat constitutes the 
chief fond of the most highly civilised races, 
and a idy of the history of wheat, such as 
that which has bh nm made by Professor John 
Percival, throws a wealth of light on the work 
which has been done in bringing it up to its 
present high standard of production and quality. 
That the wheat plant also provides rath E food 
for research is demonstrated in this compendious

monograph by John Perceval, M.A. F.LS., 
Professor of Agricultural Jotany at University 


College Reading, London: Duckworth and 
Co., 63/- net. ] With the characteristic 


thorvuughness of a botanist, Professor Percival 
deals with his subject in a most exhaustive 
manner Of course, the book is not one that 
will appeal strongly to the average farmer. 
From its nature, if is necessarily technical, be- 
sides being expensive; but by farmers with a 
scientific training and by agricultural] students 
it will be appreciated. As a treatise on. the 
principal human food-plant, it occupies a posi- 
tion of its own, and will no doubt he treasured 
by many as an important addition to our agri- 
cultural literature. 
GIGANTIC TASK. 

In Part 1. of the monograph are given the 
resuits of the writer’s own investications of the 
morphology, anatomy, growth, and development 


of the wheat plant, while Part II. deals with the 


taxonomy, characters, and relationshins of the 
wild species of wheat, ‘and the races and varieties 
of cultivated forms. This section of the work 
is based upon a prolonged study of the living 
plants, forming what may be termed the Read- 
ing collection, grown annually at the University 
College farm, and includes ail the races of 
wheats, numbering nearly 2,000 forms, derived 
from almost all the wheat-growing regions of 
the world. The task undertaken was a big one, 
entailing much labour, but the author has suc- 
ceeded in attaining his object, and for purposes 
of reference his work will be highly valued. 
All the illustrations, 228 in number, are original, 
and these, with a copious index, bibliography 
and list of wheats, add very materially to the 
utiuity of the volume. 
ith regard to the preference for “strong 
wheats manifested by millers, it is pointed 
out that, while much has been done to 
develop this quality in wheat grown in the 
British Isles, the results obtained are not so 
remunerative as those derived from the more 
mealy varieties. Heavy crops and “ strong ” 
wheat do not invariably go together, and, as 
buyers are not disposed to pay extra for 
“ strength,” the heavy cropping varieties are 
found to be more satisfactory financially. 
Agricyltural readers are aware of what has
